The graving 
dock had proved a moat serious finan- 
cial burthen on the province and wo not 
only would have refunded the amount ox- 
peiulud on its construction, but tho dock 
would lie tiniahed and maintained at Do- 
miinon expense. Had it romainod in 
j pvuvineial hands it would have cost from | 
i .^16,000 to $20,000 each year to keep up | 
j The fact that tho govorninent had re- i 
I lieved the country of this crushing load | 
j would alone entitle the governmont to 
public regard. (Hear.) His constituents 
were perfectly satialied with thu goverii- 
I inent policy and more road work had 
been douo in his district in tho last year 
than had been done in tho previous live 
years. (Cheers.) Tho province was en- 
titlod to a share in the fishery award, as 
this was a fishing province, and as other 
provinces (little the colony of Newfound- 
laud) bad sliared in the award which was 
to be applied to the encouragement of 
local tisherie.H. Tho Chinese evil was a 
serious one. Several thousand China- 
men lisd been lately discharged from the 
railway works, and they have no means 
of support — except through theft, 
a mode of obtaining a livelihood 
which they liked beat. Two 
murders by Chinese had been per[)etrated 
within the past few days, tiiid stops must 
been taken to secure property and lives 
from the attacks of this class. Uo was 
glad the subject had been referred to in 
the speech with a view to its correction. 
In the matter of holding tho courts there 
had been a gratifying change. Tho luna- 
tic asylum needed iinmediato enlargement 
and improvement. The building was not 
fit for tlie confinement of lunatics. ' It 
was badly planned and no alteration had 
been made since it waa built, ten years 
ago. 'I'hu yard was more like a cattle 
corral than an enclosure for human bo- 
iiiga. The gaols were also in a bad con- 
dition and a combined rush by tho prison- 
ers would smash the walls down. An 
important stop had been taken in the ex- 
ploration of Kootenay district, and tho 
establishtnent of a telegraph office at New 
Westminster was a much needed conven- 
ience. The Minerals Act of 1882 having 
been disallowod by the Dominion govurn- 
nieiit, ho was glad to learn that another 
bill would be brought in. Any measures 
that would tend to the development of 
our mineral resources would meet with 
tho hearty support of the house. He was 
glad to find that the Kootenay bill would 
bo amended. The iVIarquis of Lnrne and 
the Princess Louise had made many 
friends here. It was only by such visits 
that the importance of tho province had 
been made known abroad. The iMarquis 
of Lansdowiio would, no doubt, prove an 
efficient and popular governor, The land 
act required amendment so that tho .hc- 
tual aettlcr should not be brought into 
be brought into competition with the 
speculator, (Choors.) Tho hon. gen- 
tleman, amid loud cheering, moved the 
address in reply. 

Mr. McTaviah had much pleasure in 
seconding the address. He hail been 
elected as an indepundunt momboi, but 
he would givo the government the 
heartiest support so long as they contin- 
ued to adminiHtor the government with 
tho ability and zeal which they had shown 
during the riiceaa. (Cheers.) 

Mr, Beaven Baid that tho apeuch wns 
lengthy, but contained little of import- 
ance. (Derisive laughter.) Ho regretted 
to say that certain paragraphs were at var- 
iance with tho truth. It was wrong to 
ask his excelloncy to road pnragraps of 
that nature. Hn (Mr. Beaven) dpiiiod 
that there was any evidence that any 
concosainns had been made by the Domin- 
ion governuiout. This government had 
been as putty in tjio hands of the Domin- 
ion government and ho read tlie corres- 
pondence to establish his position. Tho 
government of this province had agreed 
to relieve the Dominion govcrunient of

To begin with, that gentleman had said 
that it was very long but had nothing in 
it. Ho (Hon. Mr. Smithe) would admit 
that it was long, but iiocea^urily so. It 
had been necoasary to deal with nio.st iiu- 
porlant questions during tho recess and it 
wns proper that hon. members should be 
informed of tho action taken and the re- 
sult thereof. It was long, because the 
government had to tell of many things 
which had been done and it was long be- 
cause they had to ])oiiit to many thiiiga 
which required to bodoneand to do which 
tho .assistance of hon. members would bo 
sought during tho session. (Hear, hear.) 
Tho last speaker had said there was noth- 
ing in the speech. Ho thought he (Mr. 
Smithe) might safely refer him to the 
paragraph which referred to the construc- 
tion of tlio Island Railway. Hon. mem- 
bers Would romembor that for years the 
late governmont Jiad thought this matter 
to be so important that the tirat clause of 
the governor's speech at each succeeding 
session was made up of an explanation of 
how they had been unsuocessfully striv- 
ing to seotire tho cummoncoroont of that 
important woil:, how they had sent mis- 
sionarits to Ottawa aiul Lnmlon who h:id 
failed to iiecomiilish anything. How they 
had kept a resident agent at tho Dominion 
capital at great expense with y view of in- 
ducing tho government there to do aomo- 
thiiig in tho matter, without aviiil. Fail- 
ure, failure, year alter year was 
the first thing that mot the eye in 
the speeches considered by legislature 
after legislature. Now he was hapjiy 
to any that the speech showed that tho 
ofl'oits made by the present government 
had been so far successful that upon tho 
passage of the measure, which would bo 
immediately submitted, tho building of 
tho Island railway and all tho advantages 
which would follow in its train would bo 
secured. Surely that was something. 
(Hear, hear.) The hon. gentleman re- 
ferred to thu cdrreapondonce between Sir 
Alex. Campbell and himself ou tho sub 
ject of the security for the construction 
of the railway, and showed clearly that it 
committed thu Dominion Government lo 
the completion of tho Inland railway, 
whether tho present contractors failed in 
tho work or not. (Hoar, hear.) Ho (hon. 
Mr. .Smithe) could not have hoped for u 
better result from the correspondence. 
Tho Act of last session had boon repro- 
Bontod as abortive, but he would refer 
hon. yentlemen to tho fact that the dry- 
dock had been takun over by the Domin- 
ion Government and tenders called for its 
completion. One hundred and twenty 
thousand dollars of the money expended 
by the province hud been refunded and 
tho Dominion railway huida on tho main- 
land had been thrown 0]jcn to sotdera at 
one dollar an acre, and if that act had not 
been passed none of these advantages 
would have been conceded to the province. 
He would submit therefore that, although 
not confirmed by the Dominion Parlia- 
ment last soflsion as it had boon hoped 
would be the case, tho Act certainly had 
boon anything but abortive (hoar, hoar). 
The telegraphic correspondeiico between 
•Sir John Macdonald and himself (Hon. 
Mr. Smitho) was road to show that stren- 
uous exertions had been made to secure 
tho realization of tho oxpoctod advan- 
tages under the Act without having to 
wait another .season. Although the de- 
lay had at the time boon regretted, ho 
waa glad lo statu tiiat after all it had en- 
abled material concessions to be secured 
from tho Dominion Government, which 
he thought would make up to a very groat 
oxtont at least tho disadvantages result- 
ing from delay. (Hoar, hear.) The Do- 
minion Government had paid the amount 
in full of the coat of thu dock undor the 
day labor system, except about 1513,000, 
ropruaontod by vouchers which had only 
recently been sent in. Ho was reminded 
of a i{Uestion on the orders by Mi. Duel: 
about the relative cost of day labor work 
as against eonlr.ict prices. He then 
quoted from a return by tho roaideiit en- 
gineer, showing the extraordinary waste

Mr. Beaven proceeded to rovicw tlie 
correspondence and said the governmont

Hon. Mr. Smithe aaid the woyd "1" 
luul beoii left oiit of tho pi;nled ctqjy of 
one of the telegiiims from Sir John, which 
altered the sonae. 

Mr. Bcavon liere lost liia temper and 
said that the position of tho government 
was most humiliating. Tho proapority of 
the country was altribulable to railway 
construction and the letters of the Mar- 
tjuia of Lorne. The premier had said that 
the lands had been locked up through tho 
neglect of the Dominion government, but 
the speech says it wtis on account of tho 
unsatisfactory relations extisting bo- 
tween the two governments. Tho Do- 
minion government had kept thests lands 
locked up to enforce their own terms. 
Was tlsu attitement in the Lieut. -Qovern- 
or'a speech true, or that of the leader of

lii^ claimed would result from the passage 
of tho bill, and showed that it would bo 
folly with such vital interests depending 
upon it to suppose anything so absurd as 
its defeat (hear, hoar). Why he expected 
that the loader of the oppoaition liimsolf 
would givo the measure, ho w;ould not; say 
his hearty support, for that he was well 
aware he would not do, biit in view of 
thu great interests his constituents had. in 
tho bill that ho would for oncp rise above 
party conaideralioiis, and on this one ao 
caaion be sutliciently patriotic to regard 
the interests of tho city he represents 
above his own little party interests and 
Vote for the Settlement Act. (Cheers.) 

Mr. Beaven said ho wished an answer 
to his question about the position of tho 
drydock question would ba n .supposing 
tht S«ttlem«Qt Bin did not paiii. 



Hon. Mr. Smithe said he was astonished 
at tho hon. gentlemen of all members in 
tho house putting the question. He 
thought very shame would have pre- 
vented him from referring to'tho humili- 
ating and helpless position lio (iMr. Bea- 
ven) and his colleagues li id placisd the 
province in regard to this very matter. In 
1870 that infamous act litid been paaaed 
which provided that if the iliydock woiks 
should not be carried ou with sutUcient 
vigor to suit the Dominion Govornment 
that governmont might stop in and take 
the work over and complete it regardless 
of expense and charge it to the province, 
keeping tho amount m^eessary out of the 
provincial subsidy. It tlien the Suttle- 
mont Bill should not puss wo would not be 
able to stop the drydock drain upon our 
resources, which tho whole country was 
eagerly looking forward to. The work 
would bo carried on by the Dominion 
Govornmont if tho provincial govenunent 
did not do it, and tlio province would 
have to foot the bill. In vain would it 
bo for tho whole mainland to protuat les 
one man against it. (Hear, hoar.) Tho 
province is bound hand and foot by that 
iniquitous .\ct of 1870 and tho only way 
by which wo can rid oiirsolvos of tho 
shackles fastened upon us by Mr. Beaven 
and his colleagues is to pass tho Settlo- 
mont Bill. He would r.ipuat that Mr. 
Beaven ought forvoryshamotoshrinkfrom 
drawing that explanation from him 
(Cheers.) The leader of the opposition 
had said the Dominion Government had 
kept the railway lands from sottlemont 
in order to .<quecze the iiroviipce into giv- 
ing additional laiul. He (Mr. Siiiitlie) 
would not for a moiueiit justify 
the course pursued by tho Dominion 
in withholding those lands from 
the market. He had stated in a letter 
referred to that they had shirked their 
responaibilitios in keeping ii locked up. 
and he would repeal it now. tie, how- 
ever, chiinicd credit ior liia. governmont. ' 
inducing the Dominion under tiie settled 
ment arrangement to open land to settlers.^ 
The province had a right to demand the ' 
opening of tho lands; nevertheless the 
Dominion govornmont had the power to 
withhold them or to charge ^.o or .^ll) an 
acre for them. This government had in- 
ducud the Doiiiitiiou government to open 
tho lands at Si an acre, whicli, however, 
was entirolj' dopondonl ujion tho passage 
of the Seltlonient Bill. As long ago as 
1379 a doinaiul waa made upon the Walk- 
om govornmont to give good land in lieu 
of worthless land aljng the railway lino 
and that govornment comiuitled this jjro- 
vince to do ao as soon as railway work had 
boon vigorously prosocutoil on the main- 
land. 'J'ho Dominion government waited 
and when they had prosecuted tho works 
with vigor they made another demand. 
The lato •lovoriimont would have givoi\ 
seven or eight million acres of land to 
the 1 Kiininion ; but this govurnineul gtive 
only I'jOOO.OOO acrua and that only on 
ccudition that the land should be taken ; 
e.ist of tho mountains in the Peace rivori 
souiitry. With respect to the ChinesoC 
(piostion the leader of tho opposition had 
said that the admission in the address was a 
very damaging one; but he afterward ac- 
knowledged that the power lay alone with 
tho Dominion government of dealing with 
tho question. The matter waa diacuaacd 
with Sir Alexander Campbell and it was 
shown that the power to deal with Chi- 
nese immigration rested with the Domin- 
ion. The discussion, however, had done 
good and he had reason to believe that 
Sir Alexander had gone away favo- 
rably impressed with tho uece.s- 
sity of a restrictive ineasuro. Tho 
government and the house ahould 
encourage iv class of labor which would 
take the place of Chinese labor. But this 
government v,-ere prepared to sujiport any 
acheino which had for its oliject tlieanioli- 
oration of the Chiiieae evil and the attor- 
ney-general would iilaco on the board this 
day a notice of intention to move the 
house into committee of the whole on the 
matter. The hon. mover of the address 
had referred to tho expenditure in New 
Westminster district, and it would bo 
shown that allhoiigli the vote had been 
exceeded the expenditure was so judicious 
that more had been done this year than 
in any previous four or five years, 

Mr. Armstrong — No ! 

Hon. Mr. Smithe — I prefer to fake the 
evideiicu of a member for the district to 
that of the niuiiiburfor Now WcHtininalor 
city. In conclusion lie referred to tho 
remarks to the lion, member who second- 
ed tho reply and who said that although 
he had been elected as an independent 
member yet the govornmont had dono 
their duty so well that he was now prj- 
warud to give them a hearty support and 
would ccmlinno to do ao as long as tlioy 
continued to do their duty. Tho govern- 
ment would work for the interests of the 
entire country, and their policy would 
always bo enlightened and progrossivo. 
(Oheora.) 

The address was then passed with only 
Mr, Armstrong in tho negative. (Cheers.) 

Hon. Mr. Siniihe then moved the re- 
ply to a select committee. Carried. 

Tho committuo liaving reported 

Mr. Beaven complained that the state- 
ment made in the address respecting the 
drydock hold that the work had been 
forfaited lo the Dominion government. 
It w.a8 incorrect. Would the house com- 
mil itself to that statommit? 

Thu report of tho committee was taken 
as read, and takun into consideration 
forthwith and carried, and the executive 
council appointed a cominittee to present 
it to his honor.
